tional,” he said. “The constitution 
of the state provides th at coun­ 
ties cannot ow n land other than 
for public purposes.” 
Teitelbaum 's original proposal

500,000 racing plant, deed it to 
the county providing they would 
lease it back to him.

CONFERENCES betw een heads 
of civic governm ents and other 
civic bodies here and in Indio and 
in the betw een desert com m uni­ 
ties, developed the great need of 
a planning engineer to be sta ­ 
tioned in this area, probably In ­ 
dio, to be able to give first-aid 
and prom pt decisions on plan­ 
ning m atters. 
"The area is growing so fast 
and developing in every m anner 
that expert advice and judgm ent 
is needed to coordinate the rapid 
expansion,” Alworth said. 


HE POINTED OUT that high 
way plans are legion at present. 
There are 
plans for 
freeways 
which m ust be coordinated by 
the areas and the highway com- 
misison and into this system of 
freeways there are m any plans 
for access roads w hich m ust be 
welded into a system to serve 
the greatest num ber in the most 
efficient way, he said. 
In addition to highways, there 
are w ater problems, drainage and 
flood problems, housing, building 
and many other items.

U nderground 
w ater levels have been low ered to the point th at ocean w ater is 
encroaching on the depleted fresh w ater supply and some coastal 
cities m ay find them selves w ithout fresh w ater unless they find 
additional supply. 


WISER URGED EVERY ORGANIZATION in every comm unity in 
the state to have its “w ater study com m ittee” w hether that com­ 
m unity has suficient w ater now or not, because no com m unity can 
prosper if all the surrounding com m unities dry up. Palm Springs, 
like Los Angeles, is exceedingly fortunate, but th a t is no reason wny 
w e should not join in a state-w ide campaign to awaken the public 
consciousness to th e seriousness of the situation.

Supervisors Launch Annual Battle 
Of the Budget With Verbal Clashes 


Marked by several verbal clashes, county supervisors 
Friday started the annual battle of the budget which will 
continue intermittently until the document is finally ap 
proved and the tax rate fixed. 


Prelim inary s k i r m i s h e s in­ 
volved the field of fire protec­ 
tion but will later go into prac­ 
tically every field of county gov­ 
ernm ent. The tentative budget for 
1948-49 given supervisors earlier 
last week is alm ost $2,000,000 
higher than the budget for the 
current fiscal year. 


REQUESTS for fire protection 
in the budget totalled $187,795. 
When board members, particu­ 
larly Supervisor A rthur W eirick 
of Corona, finished slashing and 
pruning, the figure was reduced 
to $165,354. Am ount appropriated 
last year was $129,058. 
Present to discuss the budget 
requests w ith the county govern­ 
ing board were Jam es Mace, dis­ 
trict supervisor for the state di­ 
vision of forestry; and Trum an 
Holland, state ranger assigned to 
Riverside county. 


ACCORDING to Mace and Hol­ 
land reasons for an increased 
budget for the fiscal year 1948-49 
include an expanded program of

Since most accidents involve 
two or more vehicles it is antici­ 
pated th at at least 500,000 reports 
will be received under the law 
during its first year of operation. 
Although a new statute in Cali­ 
fornia, this same idea has been 
tried in various forms in other 
states. 


IN ADDITION to the reporting 
requirem ent, a. driver involved 
in one of the types of accidents 
covered by the law, m ust post 
security 
to cover any possible 
dam ages w ithin 60 days of such 
a mishap. 
Since standard autom obile lia­ 
bility 
insurance meets security 
provisions of the act it has be­ 
come erroneously known as “com­ 
pulsory insurance law.” Standard 
automobile liability insurance is 
that 
w hich provides lim its of 
$10,000 for death or injury of 
two persons, $5,000 for death or 
injury of one person in any one 
accident and $1,000 for property 
damage. 
There is no compulsion to buy 
insurance, Henderson explained. 
A m otor vehicle m ay be regis­ 
tered in the state w ithout dis­ 
playing evidence of insurance and 
it is not required in obtaining a 
driver’s license. 


IN MANY OTHER states the 
owner as well as the driver m ust 
dem onstrate financial responsibil­ 
ity. B ut in C alifornia the only 
time the ow ner is held account­ 
able under this law w hen he is 
not the driver is w hen the oper­ 
ator of his vehicle is physically 
incapable of reporting an acci­ 
dent to the D epartm ent of Motor 
Vehicles at Sacram ento. In that 


M any other states have lower 
property dam age levels th an Cali­ 
fornia’s above w hich an accident 
m ust be reported. New York, for 
exam ple, requires accidents in­ 
volving only $25 or more to be 
reported w hile in m any other 
states the m inim um is $50. 


CALIFORNIA'S LAW also dif­ 
fers from those in m any other 
states in that the driver of a 
vehicle th at is legally stopped, 
standing or parked is not required 
to post security. 
H enderson urged all motorists, 
both resident and non-resident, 
ta obtain a copy of the State’s 
Financial 
Responsibility 
folder 
and fam iliarize them selves w ith 
the law. These folders m ay be 
obtained from police departm ents, 
service stations, California High, 
w ay Patrol offices, branch offices 
of the D epartm ent of M otor Ve­ 
hicles and from insurance agents 
and brokers.

Noisy Motorcycles 
Come Under Fire 


Of Peace Officers 


A clampdown on the No. 1 
nuisance suffered by the general 
public — noisy motorcyclists—be­ 
gan to be felt yesterday follow­ 
ing a recent meeting of enforce­ 
ment agencies in Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties. 
In an effort to remedy the ex­ 
cessive noise of motorcycles, the 
representatives unanimously rec­ 
ommended that dealers would 
not sell or install any type of 
muffler unless it conformed to 
Section 673 of the California Ve­ 
hicle Code, that law enforcement 
officers crack down on all vio­ 
lators, whether they be owners 
or operators of shops where il­ 
legal work is performed, and that 
judges establish and follow a uni­ 
form graduated penalty of $15 for 
the first offense, $30 for the sec­ 
ond and $45 for the third. 
These steps are expected to si­ 
lence the estimated 2 per cent of 
all motorcycles which, statistics 
bear out, are responsible for the 
ill reputation shared by all mo­ 
torcyclists: 
Representing Riverside county 
law enforcement bodies were Sgt. 
Ray Hastings, California High­ 
way Patrol; Capt. L. T. Kinkead, 
and Traffic Sgt. E. T. Fagan, Riv­ 
erside police departm ent and Lt. 
L .S. Charlesworth, Coronado po­ 
lice department. AI R. Redinger, 
Robert Cundiff and Skip Fordyce 
represented Riverside motorcycle 
dealers.
